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Hollywood: 
Occasionally, discus­ 
sion brings up the doubt as to the 
m erit of the so-called advance made 
by man in the process of which is 
is termed, civilization.

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Thursday evening I sat in the 
Planetarium 
in 
G riffith 
Park 
watching the dem onstration of 
the movem ent of the celestial 
bodies, a dem onstration whose 
very foundation rested upon the 
mechanical perfections of 
our 
machine age. 
Some five hun­ 
dred persons watched and list­ 
ened as the lecturer explained 
the relative positions of bodies 
that bring about an eclipse, an 
event that at one time struck 
terror to the heart of the sav­ 
age and brought fear to a great 
portion of the white race that 
liad passed beyond the stage of 
so-called savagery. T he removal 
of that fear is true progress in 
civilization but w ithout the help 
of the highest type of scientific 
knowledge and mechanical per­ 
fection, a dem onstration, such 
• as that explaining the formation 
of an eclipse, would be impos­ 
sible. 


T here was no interruption of the 
evening by the theologians at the 
head of a company of soldiers, com­ 
ing to drag the lecturer and his list­ 
eners to prison for the audacity of 
looking upon the heavenly bodies 
w ith the purpose of studying them 
to learn something of their move­ 
ments. 
If we are to believe history, 
the struggle to bring to us in 1936 
the freedom to study the celestial 
bodies was made under difficulties 
that brought im prisonm ent, torture 
and sometimes death to the leaders

T here win De no m ore Pass delega­ 
tions begging the supervisors to build 
that road. 
The tem per of the people 
here says that the Pass people are not 
going to burn any m ore gasoline in 
order to contact R iverside officialdom. 
The disposition here now is to work 
with San Bernardino county in major 
road m atters.

W hile the

"We do not Lome asking a favor for 
B anning or Beaumont alone,"

beauties and we are only asking that 
th e supervisors provide a modern ap­ 
proach to these recreation grounds. 
If built along the Fuim or survey, the 
Banning-Idyllwild highway will open 
up a scenic section second to none in 
C alifornia. 
T his is w hat the motor­ 
ing public w ants and will afford an 
entrance to a vast territory in which 
I can vision thousands of mountain 
cabins such as are to be found in the 
San B ernardino m ountains and parts 
of the San Jacinto 
m ountains 
now 
read ied by modern roads. 
“I firm ly believe that this road will 
no t cost the taxpayers of Riverside 
county one cent. The increased valua­ 
tion from new developm ents along 
th e road would produce taxes that in 
a few years would m ore than equal 
th e expense. 
"Our p resen t winding, narrow road 
w as constructed in 1904 and 1905 for 
use by horse and ox team e. 
It was 
never intended for m otor travel. 
We 
have used it as long as possible. 
It 
is significant th at county vehicles do 
not travel the route. 
"The rep o rt that it will require 17 
years to construct anil cost $xo0,000 
is untrue, and, I think, the supervi­ 
sors know that. I rem em ber that dur 
ing the adm inistration of Sheriff Clem 
Sw eeters the prison cam p constructed 
four and a half miles of difficult moun­ 
tain road from Keen Kamp to Idyll- 
wild in a year's time. 
But even if 
it did tak e 17 years to build, we would 
risk that the prison cam p workers be 
kept on the project, for we believe 
our request is just and right," he said. 


Both Mr. W ing and Mr. Woodworth 
p-alsed th e engineering ability of Mr.

E Dillon of Beaumont 
questioned Engineer Fuim or regarding 
the attitu d e of the Federal forest serv­ 
ice tow ard the new Banning-Idyllwild 
highway. 
"W ere you given any instructions 
by the board of supervisors. Mr. Fui­ 
mor, when called before this board 
regarding the survey of the route?” 
Supervisor Dillon asked. 
“Yes,” the engineer replied, “I was 
told to prepare a survey along 
the 
sam e standard the county has been 
using." 
"H ave you gotten a 
right-of-way 
from the F o rest service across 
the 


governm ent lands?” the supervisor in­ 
quired. 
"T he perm it which we now hold ex­ 
tends from Idyllwlld to Pine Cove. It 
will be necessary to obtain a supple­ 
m entary perm it to cross th e govern­ 
ment lands thence northw ard." 
W hen asked regarding th e 
forest 
service's attitu d e toward the proposed 
new road and the alternate proposal 
to straighten the existing highway, 
Mr. Fuim or said: 
"E ngineers of both the F orest Serv­ 
ice and the U. S. Bureau of Public 
Roads have repeatedly urged th a t any 
road we build betw een Idyllwild and 
the San Gorgonio Pass be of standard 
design, useable for many years in the 
future. 
They have been in sisten t th at 
a high standard road be built if any 
is constructed. 
Tile new survey has 
been reviewed by them and has m et 
their approval. 
Engineers 
of both 
Federal departm ents have com m ented 
that th e route is econom ically located 
considering the conditions of the coun­ 
try through which it passes.” 
Mr. Fuim or added: 
"R ecently 
a 
senior engineer of the U. S. depart­ 
m ent of public roads was in m y office 
uul I discussed w ith him the proposed 
straightening of the old route. He was 
very m uch opposed to (lie project. He j 
said he felt the old road would not j 
meet th e standards which the gov­ 
ernm ent is seeking for opening up rec­ 
reational areas to the public.”

Banning Cham ber of Commerce, read 
to the supervisors portions of a Hetvtet 
new spaper interview with Supervisor

"This section of U. S. Highway 99, 
was a t one tim e known as the 'death 
trap ’ of California; but now the story 
has changed," said Captain J. R. King, 
of Riverside County's S tate M otor Pa­ 
trol, at the County C ham ber of Com­ 
m erce m eeting in Beaum ont Tuesday 
noon. Only tw o deaths occurred on 
this section of the highway, outside of 
incorporated cities, during the 
past 
year, he said. 
So far this year there have been 
27 highway deaths in the county, com­ 
pared to 17 for the sam e period last 
year, said Captain King. 
“Soon we 
will com plete the new highw ay 
be­ 
tw een Beaum ont and 
Riverside. 
I 
wonder who will be the first one to 
he killed on th a t highw ay,” said the 
traffic officer. 
"Ju st think of it, w ith­ 
in the next 24 hours, as m any people 
as there are in this room will be kill­ 
ed on the highw ays of the 
U nited 
S tates.” 
Captain King said the num ber of 
traffic accidents in this county have 
been held down because of the coop­ 
eration of judges and juries. 
R iver­ 
side county leads the state in the 
num ber of convictions 
for 
driving 
while intoxicated, taking in considera­ 
tion the num ber of arre sts on 
that 
charge. 
T he officer stated he has tw o men 
at 
the 
state 
border 
station 
near 
Blythe, and th at m ore people 
pass 
that station than any other in Cali­ 
fornia. 
He said four state traffic of­ 


ficers have their headquarters in Ban­ 
ning, and that these men are doing 
an excellent job in safeguarding the 
lives of m otorists on this highway.

The Aqueduct 


Using hugp reinforced concrete si­ 
phons to link together the tunnels of 
th e Colorado River aqueduct, 
engi­ 
neers of the* M etropolitan W ater dis­ 
trict Friday were dem onstrating how 
m odern engineering practice is sub 
stituting economy and utility for the 
relatively costly 
and 
unsubstantial 
grace of the great Roman 
aqueduct 
system s. 
The huge concrete barrels are the 
20th century counterpart of the grace­ 
ful arcades used by Roman engineers 
to carry their w ater lines across val­ 
leys along the routes of their famed 
aqueducts. 
Today, instead of cross­ 
ing a valley “on stilts” after the Ro­ 
m an fashion, the new Colorado River 
aqueduct dives beneath 
the 
valley 
floor in a concrete pipe. 
Upon completion, the aqueduct si­ 
phons are covered over with a deep 
layer of earth and rock, and are thus 
protected from the onslaughts of des­ 
e rt 
cloudbursts 
which 
som etim es 
sweep down an otherw ise arid canyon. 
W ater D istrict engineers point out 
th at in addition to being much

costly, this type of construction

much less subject to damage by Na­ 
ture.

U. 8. JUSTICE DEPT. 
OFFICER TELLS WHY 
G-MEN SUCCESSFUL 


"W hy G Men Are Successful," was 
the subject of a brief and pointed talk 
by Brooks W. Lowentrout, of the U. 
S. D epartm ent of Justice, a t the m eet­ 
ing of the County Chamber of Com­ 
m erce at Beaumont, Tuesday. 
Mr. Lowentrout, who recently grad­ 
uated from the departm ent of justice 
school, said th at the principal reason 
for the success of the departm ent in 
capturing and convicting the nation's 
I w orst crim inals is th at it is free from 
1 crooked politicians, such as the type 
w ho control m ost citv nniice d ep art­ 
m ents. 
"D epartm ent of Justice men would 
ju st as soon arre st a Congressm an as 
anyone else,” he said, “if the Con­ 
gressm an has committed a crime. 
The first reason for the success of 
the G-Men in apprehending crim inals 
is the ideal type of organization with 
J. Edgar Hoover a t the head. 
The second reason, is the method of 
selecting the personnel. 
G-Men m ust 
be graduates of a law school, or m ust 
be public accountants, or officers who 
have had a previous splendid record 
in police work and crim e detection. 
Before the men are finally accepted 
for the jobs, they are given 14 weeks 
of intensive training including the va­ 
rious phases of scientific crime detec­ 
tion, linger printing, laboratory work, 
physical culture, etc. 
The third reason, he said, is that 
the U. S. D epartm ent of Justice has 
adequate equipm ent and ample funds. 
T here are 37 field offices in the na­ 
tion, and when the G-Men from one 
office start after a criminal, they have 
the aid of the men of all the offices 
available, and can follow a crim inal 
anyw here until they get him — and 
they always seem to get their man.
